| tended to perform; and theſe Students 'are to be under the 
Tuition of Foreigners. The Art of managing an Intrigue with 
Dexterity, is to be the Province of Frenchmen, who are al- 
low'd to be moſt expert that way; and as a well-ſertled 4ſ- 
Jurance will be abſolutely neceſſary,” ſome perſons lately àr- 
riv'd from Ireland and Scotland, 'who are Adepts in that Sei- 
ence, were propoſed; but this Propoſal was rejected, as be- 
ing repugnant to the Statutes, Regulations, and Laws of the 
Academies: Arid it was reſolv'd that ſuch Places ſhould be 
filled up with Germans, or Tralians. If theſe Seminaries ſhall 
be ſuffered to proceed, I think it will be high time for Oxford 
and Cambridge to look about them: For tho' in ſome Caſes 
Learning may be uſeful, yet T rake it to be as unneceſſary in 
the Road to Preferment, as à Sermon at Midnight is for Edi. 
feation. As the Novelty of theſe: Arademies carries with ir 
ſomething very bewitching, People will be apt to ſend their 
Children to them, rather than to the Univerſities; becauſe 
they can be educated at the former in leſs Time, and at a 
ſmaller Expence than at the latter, and get into Prefer- 
ment at a much eaſier Rate than to ſpend four or five Vears 
in poring on old muſty Pieces of Morality and Philoſophy.

1ion'd to be Viſitors of theſe Academies, but their Petition 
Was umammeuſ end.. 8

Fot Converſation makes a Man more Polire than Books; and 


ir is eaſy to diſtinguiſh what Company he keeps, by his be- 


ing more or leſs refin'd, provided he be capable of Improve- 
Ho rireſome and difagreeable is the Dialect of the 
Schools Such Cant, ſuch Jargon, is . as grating to 
the Ears of a Perſon, accuſtom'd to polite Converſation, as 
the Drone of a Bag - pipe to a Muſician, He that has a 
moderate Stock of Learning and a good Addreſs, will be ac- 
ceptable to all Companies; but if he would improve both, 
he muſt ſelect his Companions, whoſe Judgments dre refin d, 
their Taſte Exquiſite, and their Genius Sublime. I have 
read, that to confirm us in our Opinion, it is beſt to argue 
with Men, whoſe Judgments are inferior to our own; but 
if we would improve our Underſtanding, we ſhould converſe 
with thoſe, whoſe Judgments are ſuperior to ours. This in- 
deed is what Experience evinces to be true; for if a Man be 


always the Head of his Company, he may communicate to 


others, but reap no in to Himſelf: Like a little 
Spring, which ſupplies a few Rivulets, but receives no Sup- 
ply from them; or he may be ſaid to be an Opiniator, who 


would paſs among the Vulgar for 2 Man of Parts, whereas 


if he came among Perſons of good Senfe, he is ſo ſbatow, 
that they will 1 diſcover his Bottom. But tho' our 
de pleaſant and entertaining, yet, if we 

know not how to behave ourſelves in Company, the Want 
of ſuch Knowledge will eclipſe Part of the Reputation we 
have acquired. I ſhall therefore lay down ſome Rules = 
2 a Be a+ 
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Behaviour in Converſation, which, if obſery'd and pur in 
Practice, will be of great Uſe and Advantage. 4 

In the firſt Place, I would adviſe every Man not to bring 
Politicks or Religion upon the Carpet; they are Topicks for 
private, not for publick Converſation: And as they gene- 
rally give Birth to Controverſy, ſo that Controverſy too 
often creates Heat and Paſſion, which ſeldom fail to ter- 
minate in Piques or Quarrels, Every Man is tenacious of 
his own Principles, and oughr to be commended for it, pro- 
vided he be nor conſcious that his Tenets are erroneous, or 
that ſuch Tenaciouſneſs does not proceed from ſtubborn 
Obſtinacy : And who can bear to ſee his Principles arraign'd, 
and not be allow'd the Liberty of Speaking in their Juſtifica- 
tion? Suppoſe a Man to be well · affected to the Government, 
and he attacks his Adverſary, whoſe Sentiments are reverſe; 
ſuch an Adverſary can nor have fair Play to vindicate him- 
ſelf, becauſe what. Advances he might make that Way, may 
draw him to infringe the Laws: And tho' his Opponent 
| ſhould be ſo candid as not to regard the Penalties he has, in- 
curr'd, yet by ſuch Omiſſion he may involve himſelf into 
Difficulties and Trouble, from whence he will find it no 
eaſy Matter to extricate himſelf, if Complaint be made 
againſt him. It is therefore a Manifeſtation of Prudence and 


good Manners, not to begin or countenance ſuch Diſcourſe; 


for what can be more ungenerous than to attack a Man, 
who we know 1s not capacitate to reſiſt? And rho* we 
keep the Field py ſuch an Icio, yer we derogate from the 
Man of Honour. Every one is deſirous of ſecuring the Friend- 
ſhip he has gain'd, and of getting as much more as he can; 
bur the ſureſt Step he can rake to loſe the one, and fail in 
the other, is to enter into a Debate concerning the Princi- 
ples of a Man, who is nor of the fame ve with him. 
Such Proceedings are an Indication of a reſtleſs, I may ſay, a 
turbulent Spirit; and another Man has as much Reaſon ro 
arraign his Tenets, as he has to condemn or call in Queſtion 
the other Man's. Let him ſuppoſe the Tables ro be turn'd, 
and T am confident he will aſſent xo hat Ifay, _  _. 
The nexr Thing I would recommend, is to refrain from 
Jeſting in Converſation, I would not be underſtood as if 1 
took upon me to be an abſolute Dictator; what I miend, is 
to adviſe every Man nor to uſe any Jeſt which may reflect 
upon any Perſon whatever, for this will be conſtrued ro be 
| malicious.

malicious. And this Advice I recommend in particular ro 
thoſe unhappy Men, who are fo very captious and arbitrary, 


that tho' they will rake a Liberty of Jeſting with other Peo- 


ple, yet will nor bear a Jeſt uron themſelves. Lewd and 
prophane jeſts are in an eſpecial Manner to be avoided ; 


they betray not only a weak, but a barren Underſtanding : 


They are Solzciſms in good Manners, and indicate a Corrup- 
rion of Morals. A facctious, pleaſant, or witty Jeſt, if 
well timed, invigorates Converſation, and cannor fail of a 


welcome Reception. Let no Man, by way of Preface, en- 


dea vour to obtain the Company's Approbation of his Jeſt, 


before he delivers ir, nor laugh at it, after it is deliver'd ; 


for tho' it pleaſes him, yer it may nor be pleaſant to other 
People. This Method cf proceeding is an Impoſition upon 
the Company, and no Man is fond of having any thing 
cram'd down his Throat, whether it be agreeable or diſagree- 
able to his Taſte. Beſides, a Jeſt may be marr'd by the 
Manner of delivering it, and then how much does he ex- 
poſe himſelf to Ridicule, who laughs at a Thing which 
deſerves to be hiſs'd! I rake it for granted, that he, who 


utrers a Jeſt, does it with an Intent to divert the Company; 


and therefore in good Reaſon, the Company are the propereſt 
Judges whether they do, cr do not reliſh the Jeſt. 50 
There is another Thing which has ſome Affinity to Part of 
what I have now menrion'd, namely, the Cuſtom of uſher- 
ing in a Tale by going round the Buſh : As, I will tell you a 
very pleaſant Story - I will tell you what gleaſed me very 
much, and ſuch like; againſt which every one ought to guard 
hiinſelf. Begin a Tale without any Ambages, and be as 
conciſe as poſſible in the Narration. A Gentleman was 
unhappily addicted ro begin a Story with a Preface, and to 


make many Digreſſions before he had finiſn'd it, but being a 


Perſon of quick Apprehenſion, was cur'd of this Failure by a 
rentle Reprocf from one of the Company, who obſerving 
that he had been very prolix, and run Diviſions, as ſome 
call it, inrerrupted him, ſaying, Sir, to make your Story ſhort, 
Ir is very unreaſonable to expect the Com- 


any to liſten for a Quarter of an Hour, to what may be 
told with Advantage in 2 Quarter of the Time. . 
To talk little and to the Purpoſe, is 2 certain Way of 
obtaining Eſteem; and it is a great Happineſs to know 
when to begin, and when to deſiſt. Every Man _— 
PSS. . 
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thoroughly weigh and conſider what he is about to ſay, 


before he unbridles his Tongue ; and as he would nor be 
interrupted in his, Diſcourſe, ſo he ought nor ro break in 
upon another. The Voice ſhould be kept ro a proper Key, 
to rife, and fall as the Nature of the Subject requires; for 
a proper Cadence in Voice and Words is an Ornament to 
Speech. Nec | 1 62 
There is one Thing principally ro be avoided, to which 
the World is too much given; namely, that as ſoon. as a 
Man's Back is turn'd, his Foibles are expoſed. This is a 
moſt ungenerous Treatment ; and if they who uſe ir, would 
allow themſelves Time to reflect, they muſt neceſſarily con- 
clude thar the Company will entertain a mean Opinion. of 
them. For it is rational to ſuppoſe, that he who aſperſes one 
Man, will not fail of doing the like bad Office to another, 
when D preſents. As therefore no Man's Repu- 
tation is ſafe in the Mouth of ſuch a Perſon, we ought not 
to aſſociate ourſelves with him. To ſpeak well of every Man, 
is the moſt probable Way of having every Man ſfeak well of 
us: This is a Maxim which ought to be imprinted in rhe 
Minds af: Me; ð all 204 5, * 
To be affable in Converſation, and not dogmarical ; free 
and ealy in Addreſs, and nor affected, are ſhining Characte- 
riſticks of a Gentleman: And he, that at any time meets 
with a weak Opponent, will gain more Applauſe by drop- 
ping the Argument, in a handſome Manner, than by expo- 
ſing the other's Imperfections. : 
Terms of Art and Technical Phraſes are nor ro be uſed, 
bur when rhe Subject does abſolutely require it, or when 
they are neceſſary for the Embelliſnment of Speech; and to 
diſcourſe in a Language which the Company do not under- 
ſtand, is a Manifeſtation of ill Manners. Pedantry is ſur- 
feiting, and to belſh cur Scraps of Latin at the End of al- 
moſt every Sentence, diſplays an Affectation of being eſteem'd 
a great Scholar, bur is no Proc f of ſound Learning or polite 
Education. Quotations from Authors are allowable, and 
grace a Diſcourſe, if they are aptly apply'd, and the Topick 
diſcourſed on has Need of Proofs.
